Illegal Use 


Of Drugs 
Blamed 


BERKELEY, Calif. (UPI) - 
Suicide among young Ameri 
cans is increasing by almost 
epidemic proportions and th* 
illegal use of drugs is mostly tc 
blame, a University of Cali 
forma behavioral scientist re 
ported Wednesday. 
And. Richard Seiden of the 
UC School of Public Health 
said, “ factors such as excessive' 
violence in films and television i 
should not be casually dismis­ 
sed." 
Seiden said that from 1945 tc 
1969, an average of 4.8 out ol 
every 
100,000 young persons 
took their lives. But, he said, 
from 
1970 to 
1972 the rate 
jumped 92 per cent —to 9.2 out 
of every 100,000 persons. 
He said the current trend was 
part 
of 
“a 
tragic 
and 
un­ 
checked epidemic of violent 
deaths.” 
Suicides of young 
persons 
appeared highest among non­ 
whites and college students, he 
said 
Seiden added the num bers 
themselves 
represented 
only 
the tip of the iceberg. 
“ For every suicide death, it 
is conservatively estimated that 
there are approximately eight 
to 10 times as many suicide 
attem pts,” 
the 
clinical 
psy­ 
chologist said

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
servationists trying to prevent 
a grizzly bear hunt in the West 
this fall have been turned down 
by the states involved, and it 
appeared 
today 
the 
federal 
government will not step in 
either. 
U.S. Forest Service officials 
said hunting permits will allow 
no more than five more bears 
to be killed this year in the 
vicinity of Yellowstone National 
Park, and the states involved — 
Wyoming and Montana —have 
taken adequate steps to protect 
bear populations in line with a 
new' government report. 
That study, from the National 
Academy of Sciences, recom­ 
mended that no more than 10 
grizzlies be killed every year in 
Yellowstone and surrounding 
areas. 
On the basis of the report, 10 
conservation groups asked the 
spates of Wyoming and Mon­ 
tana during the weekend to halt 
all grizzly hunting in the area 
this year.

The death of the U. S. am bassador to Cyprus, Rodger P 
Davies, is a tragedy and an outrage. 


The Cyprus crisis rose to new heights when hundreds of 
Creek Cypriot rioters stormed the American embassy in 
Cyprus and pumped bullets into Davies’ office. 


It is outrageous that the security around our embassy 
(in an area shattered by war) should be so light as to allow 
this kind of assault without effectual restraint. 


Certainly the elementary precautions could have been 
taken regarding the safety of foreign service employes 
serving in Cyprus— not the least of which could have been 
appr op r ia I. e g u a rds a i n I sec u r e a rea s w ith i n t he g rou nds 
of the embassy. 


Such precautions were not taken and the responsibility 
for this inaction must lie at the highest levels of the State 
Departm ent 
Two other American am bassadors have 
been murdered in recent years and since the last murder 
in 1973 the State Department promised increased security 
for all foreign service officials. 


Clearly this promise was not enough in the case of 
Rodger Davies. 


In the wake of the assassination attempt on South 
K orea’s President Chung Hee Park. 39 of P ark 's top 
government and political associates resigned. 


The resignations w ere to show that the men assumed 
responsibility for the failure of the security forces to 
prevent the attempt on P a r k ’s life. It would be folly to 
suggest that American officials adopt 
this Korean 
tradition and offer their resignation 
A more fitting 
gesture by these officials would be immediate action 
which will all but insure that no other American a m ­ 
bassador will ever again be gunned down while serving 
his country on foreign soil.

“That's not in the history of

“Granting 
amnesty 
to 
the 
Confederates after the 
Civil 
War was not a recognition that 
the Union was wrong and the 
Confederacy was right. It was 
not even an act of forgiveness. 
“The real act of amnesty, 
from a legal standpoint, is a 
recognition that it no longer 
serves the purpose of law to try 
people for acts they did in 
opposition to particular kinds of 
political 
events 
within 
the 
country.” 
Sherman said amnesty has 
been 
a 
part 
of the 
United 
States’ history from its begin­ 
ning. He said, that after the 
Whiskey Rebellion in western 
Pennsylvania in 1794', President 
George Washington pardoned 
all who agreed thereafter to 
obey the law .

said 
amnesties 
were 
granted selectively for seven 
years after World War I and

Hinder Cypriot Peace

discovery of a 
mass 
grave of mutilated bodies in a 
small Turkish Cypriot village 
has postponed peace talks on 
divided Cyprus and hardened 
the 
island’s 
warring 
com­ 
munities 
Turkish Cypriot leader Rauf 
Denktash accused Greek Cypri­ 
ots 
Monday 
of 
the 
“ mass 
murder’’ of up to 85 persons in 
the village of Maratha along 
the island’s eastern coast. 


Denktash 
said 
searchers 
found 35 bullet riddled bodies at 
the village and expected to 
uncover 
at 
least, 
50 
more. 
Turkish soldiers, wearing hand­ 
kerchiefs over their faces, kept 
up digging for more bodies. 
He said the killers wired the 
victims’ wrists together and 
then opened fire on the helpless 
villagers. He said some of the 
dead w ere beheaded 


“ This added the final salt to 
our wounds," Denktash said as 
he angrily called off Monday’s 
scheduled talks with President 
(¡latios Clerides, leader of the 
island’s Greek Cypriot
